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MEMORANDA. 
MARCH OUARTER, 1923. 


Population.—The population of the State of New South Wales on 31st 
December, 1922, was—males, 1,108,653; females, 1,066,035; total, 
2,174,688. The increase since 31st December, 1921, was 44,995, and 
since the census in April, 1921, 72,720. 


Vita! Statistics—Mareh Quarter, 1923.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in Mare’ quarter numbered 13,494, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24-82 per 1,000 of population ; and the deaths, 4,643, which is 
equivalent to 8-54 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,192 marriages registered was 7-71. Compared with 
the average of the March quarter of the preceding five years the 
birth-rate was 1 per cent. higher, and the death and marriage-rates each 
3 per cent. lower. 


Sydney and Suburbs—Tho births registered in March quarter 
numbered 5,399, equivalent toa rate of 22:59 per 1,000 of population per 
annum; of the total, 2,786 were males and 2,613 females. The rate is 4 
per cent. below the average of March quarter of the previous five years. 

The deaths in March quarter numbered 2,081, namely, 1,099 males 
and 982 females. The mortality rate of 871 per 1,000 of population per 
annum is 7 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the March 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups, except 
under | year. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 70-8 per 1,000 
births, and is 6 per cent. below the average for the March quarter 
of the previous five years. 


Trade cf New South Wales.—Imports.—YThe Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the March quarter, 1925, were valucd at 
£13,593,592, and show an increase in value of £2,159,750 or 18-9 per 
cent. In comparison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise increased by £2,165,551, and gold decreased by £3,801. 
The total imports for the nine months ended 31st March, 1923, were 
£41,153,483, an increase of £9,674,708 in comparison with the nine 
months ended 3lst March, 1922. 


Exports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
March quarter, 1923, amounted to £12,203,488, being a decrease in 
value of £140,554, or 1:14 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion 
and specie), the exports of merchandise increased by £409,733, and the 
gold exports decreased by £550,287. For the nine months ended 31st 
March, 1923, the total exports were £35,526,453, being an increase of 
£357,451, compared with the figures of the previous nine months. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in March quarter, 
1923, were valued at £17,816,011. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—

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For the nine months ended 3lst March, 1923, the Oversea Imports at 
Sydney were valued at £39,883,931, and Interstate Imports at £16,975,758, 
the total of Oversea and Interstate being £56,859,689. 


During the ‘financial year ended 30th June, 1922, the Oversea Imports 
at Sydney were valued at £41,342,425, and the Interstate Imports by sea 
at Sydney were £21,754,730, the total of the two being £63,097,155. 


Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accowats show that the net revenue for the 
March quarter, 1923, was £8,263,136, being a decrease of £26;0 (Lor. 
‘31 per cent., as compared with March quarter, 1922. During the 
twelve months ended 30th June, 1922, the revenue was £35,637 ,820, being 
£1,606,424, or 4°7 per cent. more than the previous twelve months. 


Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 31st March, 
1923, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were :— 


Income Tax, £85,510; Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Rates, 
£86,868; Stamp Duties, £47,524; Wharfage and Tonnage Rates, &e., 
Sydney, £10,505 ; Motor Vehicle Tax, £13,414. The principal decreases 
of revenue were: Returns (per capita) to the State by the Common- 
wealth Government, £36,969 ; Railways, £94,850; Tramways, £6,187 ; 
Conditional Purchases— Balances, £19,066 ; Forestry—Sales, Fees, Rent, 
&e., £23,786. 


Lhe expenditure during March quarter, 1923, was £9,554,008, an 
increase of £350,596, as compared with March quarter of previous year. 
During the twelve months ended 30th June, 1922, the expenditure was 
£36,966,525, being £2,489,633, or 7:2 per cent. more than in the 
previous twelve months, 


There was a deciease of expenditure during the March quarter, 
1923, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of— 
Governmental, £185,738; and Public Works Fund, £50,000; and 
Increases of—Interest, £474,534; Business Undertakings, £46,265 ; 
Other Payments, £65,535, 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for March quarter, 1923, show an 
increase in deposits, which, including Commonwealth Savings Bank 
Deposits, increased by £4,625,167 during the quarter, and were 
£9,412,231 greater than in March quarter, 1922. 


Advances in March quarter, 1923, were £1,046,420 more than in 
December quarter, 1922, and £10,410,265, or 10°5 per cent. greater than 
in March quarter, 1922. 
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The statement below affords a comparison of the current position with 
that of three months ago and twelve months ago.

The proportion of coin, bullion, and Australian notes to total liabilities 
is at present 18-8 per cent. 

Gold Production.—The gold yield during March quarter, 1925, was 5,557 oz. 
fine, valued at £23,607, and showed a decrease of 3,183 oz. fine, and 
£13,519 in value, compared with March quarter, 1922. 

Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 31st March, 1923, there were 375 
applications for 200,504 acres for original holdings under the Crown 
Lands Acts ; and 102,043 acres, representing 216 blocks, were set apart 
for original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. During 
the nine months ended 31st March, 1923, the number of applications 
was 1,151, and the area applied for 803,765 acres. The lands set apart 
for original holdings in the period were 597,059 acres, representing 888 
blocks. 

Retail Prices, Sydney.— From the information collected as to average retail 
prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that in March, 1923, 
the prices of meat were 22 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; other 
food and groceries were 59} per cent. higher ; and the prices for the two 
combined were 50 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed a decrease of 1 per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (February). Prices of meat were 3 
per cent. lower than in February, and food and groceries remained the 
same. Bacon, sugar, coffee, potatoes, onions, and candles were slightly 
cheaper ; butter, cheese, eggs, tea, jam, and sago rose a little in price. 

Compared with the corresponding month (March) of 1922, meat 
was 44 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 2 per cent, 
dearer ; and the two combined 2} per cent. dearer. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those in 
every-day consumption. 

Wholesale Prices.—During the March quarter, 1923, the general level 
of wholesale prices decreased by 2 per cent., and is now 32 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 

During the quarter there was a decrease of 13 per cent. in the index 
number of meat, and there was an increase of 15 per cent. in produce. 
The increase in dairy produce was due to substantial increases in the 
prices of butter and eggs. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 44 
commodities remained unchanged during the December quarter, 20 
increased, and 36 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.— Metropolis According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the Metropolis 
during the three months ended 31st March, 1923, numbered 2,718 as 
compared with 1,722 during the March quarter, 1922, 
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Country Municipalities —Table No. 45 shows that during the three 
months ended 3]}st March, 1923, permission was granted in country 
Municipalities to erect 1,425 new buildings, of the value of £815,640, 
as compared with 991, of a value of £737,318 in the corresponding 
period of 1922. 


Meteorology.—During January fairly wide-spread rain and thunder occurred, 
but nowhere was the total rainfall above the average. Heat and 
sultriness were outstanding features, and on Ld5th January hot conditions 
inland spread to the seaboard, 102°8 degrees being registered at Sydney. 
In the Bathurst and highland districts terrific downpours of rain, with 
hailstorms, caused washaways and floods on the Western Railway Line. 
In February rain fell only ina few places, chiefly in the north. The 
dry conditions were accompanied by excessive heat, and bush-fires 
occurred in various districts. In March the rainfall generally was 
below normal, but there was heavy rain on the North Coast. The 
dryness was accompanied by heat spells, and high temperatures were 
registered. 


Labour Conditions in March Quarter, 1923.—The following particulars. 
in regard to Employment and Industrial Dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
thati at the end of March there were about 3,500 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 6,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included workers in 
the engineering, printing, and clothing trades; there was a scarcity 
of skilled workers in the building trades and of women domestic 
workers. 


During the March quarter, 5,198 positions for men and 3,148 for 
women were made available by employers through the agency of the 
State Labour Exchanges, and 4,888 men and 1,847 women were placed 

- in positions; in the previous quarter, 10,381 positions were made 
available, and 8,597 persons were placed in positions. 


Dislocations.—During the March quarter 32,168 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total loss 
amounted to 115,722 working days. In the previous quarter 32,276 
employees were involved, with the loss of 167,713 days. 


Changes in Wages.—There were no increases in wages during the 
March quarter. 

In a number of cases the weekly and hourly wage rates have been 
reduced in accordance with the Board of Trade declaration of &tly 
October, 1922. 

In the March quarter, alterations in awards and agreements were: 
made by order of the Court of Industrial Arbitration to re-establish the: 
48-hour week in a number of industries in which a 44-hour week. 


had been proclaimed under legislation which was repealed in September, 
1922.

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No. 48.—New South Wales Wheat Harvest, 1922-23. 


The results were compiled from returns furnished by each of the 18,007 wheat-growers in the 
State during 1922-23. 


The area harvested for grain was 2,962,140 acres, including 206,367 acres which failed entirely. 

The area cut for hay was 608,260 acres, including 32,995 acres which failed. The fed-off area 
was 336,958 acres, making a total of 8,907,360 acres sown with wheat. 

The grain harvested amounted to 9,531,368 bags, equivalent to 28,594,000 bushels, or 9°7 bushels 
per acre. . 

The production of hay was 655,500 tons, or 1:08 tons per acre. 

In January an estimate, based on 1eturns supplied by the individual growers, was made, when it 
was anticipated that the yield of grain would be 9,696,630 bags, equivalent to 29,090,000 bushels, or 
104 bushels per acre. ‘Vhis yield was not realised, as the actual returns feil short of the estimate by 
496,0L0 bushels, or by 1°7 per cent. 

The decrease in the actual yield, compared with the estimate of four months ago, has been due 
largely to the unfavourable season experienced in the Western Slopes (Nortb, Central, and South 
Divisions), where the decrease in the yield, compared with the January estimate, amounted to 433,C00 
bushels. 

The Riverina and Central Plains, where half the wheat crop of the State is produced, showed a 
small decline of 55,000 bushels as compared with the earlier estimate.
